Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

Group I, claim(s) 1-5, drawn to a LCD device each of the spacers includes a first layer 
laminated over one of the substrates and a second layer disposed over the first 
layer to cross the first layer in a plan view. 

Group II, claim(s) 6-10, drawn to a method of manufacturing a liquid crystal display 
device including the step of at least one of the layers constituting the spacers is 
formed in the step of forming the color filter layer. 



The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: In vention I can be 
made with different processing steps of making such as deposition of layers through 
chemical process than exposure and Invention II can be made without crossing of the 
spacers as claimed in invention I . Thus, each of the above group inventions, as 
described above, has limitation(s) that is directed toward an invention that would require 
a different search that that of other group invention.
